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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-3, 7-13, and 30-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the allowance is the inclusion of the limitation of a uniform pitch representing 
a single particle size and in the alternative embodiment a non-uniform pitch 
representing a range of specific particle sizes, which is not found in the prior art of 
record.
